The establishment of a plant in 
Edmonton, by the Western Canada 
Woollen Mills, Ltd., is planned during 
the coming summer, according to an 
announcement made recently. This 
project has been under consideration 
‘for some time and the present plans

It has come_to the attention of the 
Provinc'al Department of Agriculture 
that « firm known as the Central U, 
8. Swine Company Inc. with head- 
qucrters at Epokane, Wash., and Salt 
Lake City, Utah, has started opera- 
tions in Alberta. This firm is reg- 
istered under the Foreign Companies 
Act. 

A number of salesmen have been 
working in several districts in Alber- 
ta, their first efforts being to secure 
the interest of prominent men in the 
locality whose influence will carry 
some weight with neighboring farm- 
ers and persuade them to become in 
terested in the proposition to invest 
in the hogs which the company has 
for sale. 
| Their offer is to sell pure bred 
Chester White Gilts at prices up to 
$105.00 each, these gilts to be bred to 
registered boars of the same breed, 
or boars are to be su-mlied et a fixed 
service fee of $2.50 each, and the com- 
pany egrees to take back frcm the 
farmer, all good standard gilts from 
the first two litters which weigh not 
less than’ 150 pounds each and do not 
| exceed six months of age for the sum 
t $35.00 per head, provided said gilts 


are of a standard equal to that of the 
original stock supplied to the farmer. 
| This company has been doing bus 
iness along similar lincs in a number 
of the Western States during the past 
few years and has been particularly 
active in Washington. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as the result of 
steps which it has taken to investig- 
ate their activities, has secured data 


ers. 


to the plan are as follows: 

The price charged to the farmer for 
the sows supplied by the company is 
at least twice as high as he would 
have to pay a private breeder for 
sows of the same or better quality. 

The contract is one-sided. The far- 
mer is bound to take the sows which 
the company supplies and no definite 
statement is given as to the standard 
the gilts must reach before they will 
be acceptable to the company. It will 
readily be seen that the setting of an 
exceptionally high standard when the 
gilts are ready to sell would leave the 
farmer with much of this stock on 
his hands. 

Many cf the sows which have al- 
ready arrived in Alberta from the 
United States for distribution under 
this scheme are said by officials of 
the department who have inspected 
them to be' of inferior quality, and 
under the! terms of the contract, the 
farmers: who have signed contracts 
are compelled td accépt them. 

From information which the De- 
partment has received, the experience 
of certain American farmers’ with 
similar scthémes has proven them to 
be econor. ically unsound and it is felt 
that the sstem adopted by this com- 
pany cannot be recommended to AI- 
berta farmers because of the fact that 
it places the swine breeding industry 
on a false basis. It is not on the bas- 
is of the market value but depends 
entirely on the ability of the company 
to resell gilts which they buy for $35 
to some other breeders for the sum 
of $100. This necessitates, of course 
the opening up of new territory since 
the buying-back feature of their pro- 
gram is the only basis that justifies 
them in charging two or three times 
as much for a gilt as she can be pur- 
chased from a local breeder. 

American farmers have found that 
in the case of similar organizations, 
the endless chain has broken under 
its own weight.

CANNING FACTORY TO OPEN 
SOON 


-ArrangementsS have been completed 
by the Broder Canning Co., of New 
Westminster, B.C., to begin opera- 
tions by June lst on,the plant recently 
completed’ in Edmonton. In readiness 
for an active season, a new building 
has been erected and modern machin- 
ery and equipment have been installed 
at a total cost of some $125,000 and 
provision has been made for enlarging 
the plant as requirements warrant. 

Officials of the company have se- 
cured leases on 1,000 acres of land in 
te immediate vicinity of Edmonton and 
practically all of this acreage will be 
seeded during the next few weeks to 
peas, beans, spinach, carrots and beets 


more than a million dollars to an 
Eastern bond house. He said that 
the government had this money on 
hand to meet maturing bonds and that 
as the result of lending it out before 
it was required for this purpose $3,000 
more interest was received in one 
month than if it had been placed in 
the bank.
